President touts economic 
plan in address to country 

WASHINGTON I Addressing a nation on an 
economic precipice, President Obama asked 
worried Americans to pull together Tuesday 
night and declared reassuringly that the U.S. 
“will emerge stronger 
than before.” Obama 
aimed to balance can- 
dor with can-do in his 
first address to a joint 
session of Congress. 

“The weight of this 
crisis will not deter- 
mine the destiny of 
this nation,” Obama 
said in excerpts from 
the speech that were 
released early by the 
White House. “Tonight 
I want every American 
to know this: We will 
rebuild, we will recov- 
er, and the United States of America will 
emerge stronger than before.” 

Just five weeks after his inauguration, 
Obama wasn’t charged with producing a for- 
mal State of the Union status report. But for all 
intents and purposes, that’s what the speech 
was: a chance for the president to sketch out 
his priorities in a setting unmatched the rest 
of the year. 

Obama argued that his still-unfolding 
economic revival plan has room for — even 
demands — a broader agenda, including dra- 
matic increases in health care coverage and 
wiser, “greener” fuel use.

Murdoch 
Apologizes 
For Cartoon 

Media moguls N.Y.C. 
paper has taken heat 
for dead chimp spoof 

NEW YORK I New York Post Chair- 
man Rupert Murdoch apologized 
Tuesday for a cartoon that critics 
said compared a violent chimpan- 
zee fatally shot by 
police to Presi- 
dent Obama. 

In a statement 
published in the 
Post, Murdoch 
said he wanted to 
“personally apolo- 
gize to any reader 
who felt offended, and even insult- 
ed.” He said the Post would “seek to 
be more attuned to the sensitivities 
of our community.” 

Last Wednesday’s cartoon by 
Sean Delonas depicted the body of 
the bullet-riddled chimp Travis — 
who was killed in Connecticut last 
week after mauling a woman — and 
two police officers. The caption said: 
“They’ll have to find someone else to 
write the next stimulus bill.” 

Critics said the cartoon, which 
appeared the day after Obama 
signed the stimulus bill, invoked 
racist stereotypes of blacks as 
monkeys. 

But Murdoch said the cartoon 
was intended only to “mock a badly 
written piece of legislation.” (ap)

Obama Finalizes Iraq Pullout Plans 


Officials: Most troops 
will be removed from 
country by Aug. 2010 

WASHINGTON | President Obama 
plans to order that all U.S. combat 
troops be withdrawn from Iraq by 
August 2010, administration offi- 
cials said Tuesday, ending the war 
that defined his upstart presiden- 
tial campaign three months later 
than he had promised. 

Obama’s plan would pull out 
all combat troops 19 months after 
his inauguration, although he had 
promised repeatedly during the 
2008 campaign that he would 
withdraw them 16 months after 
taking office. That schedule, based 
on removing roughly one brigade 
a month, was predicated on com- 
manders determining that it would 
not endanger U.S. troops left behind

or Iraq’s fragile security. 

The withdrawal plan — an 
announcement could come as early

Also staying beyond the 19 
months would be intelligence and 
surveillance specialists and their 
equipment, including unmanned 
aircraft, according to two adminis- 
tration officials who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity because the plan 
has not been made public. 

The complete withdrawal of 
American forces will take place 
by December 2011, the period by 
which the U.S. agreed with Iraq 
to remove all troops. 

A senior White House official 
said Tuesday that Obama is at 
least a day away from making a 
final decision. He further said an 
announcement on Wednesday was 
unlikely, but he said that Obama 
could discuss Iraq during a trip to 
North Carolina on Friday.

Satellite Crashes in Ocean 


Failed mission to track 
global warming was 
9 years in the making 

LOS ANGELES I A NASA mission 
to monitor global warming from 
space ended Tuesday when a sat- 
ellite plunged into the ocean near 
Antarctica minutes after launch. An 
equipment malfunction was appar- 
ently to blame, officials said. 

The failure of the $280 million 
mission came a month after Japan 
launched the world’s first spacecraft 
to track global warming emissions. 
The failure dealt a blow to NASA, 
which had hoped to send up its own 
satellite to measure carbon dioxide, 
the main greenhouse gas behind 
human-caused global warming. 

The crash came just after liftoff 
from the Vandenberg Air Force Base

on California’s central coast. A Tau- 
rus XL rocket carrying the Orbiting 
Carbon Observatory blasted off as 
scheduled shortly before 2 a.m. 

Three minutes into the flight, the 
nose cone protecting the satellite 
failed to come off as designed, NASA 
officials said. The extra weight from 
the cover caused the rocket to dive 
back to Earth, splashing into the 
ocean near Antarctica. 

The 986-pound satellite was sup- 
posed to be placed into a polar orbit 
about 400 miles high. The project 
was nine years in the making. 

The observatory was NASAs first 
satellite dedicated to monitoring 
carbon dioxide on a global scale. 
Measurements collected by the sat- 
ellite were expected to improve cli- 
mate models and help researchers 
determine where greenhouse gases 
originate, alicia chang (ap)

'Miracle’ Flight Crew Talks Pay Cuts

Group: Experienced 
pilots are quitting due 
to poor compensation 

WASHINGTON I The air traffic con- 
troller who handled Flight 1549 
thought ditching in the Hudson 
River amounted to a death sentence 
for all aboard. Now the veteran pilot 
who pulled off the feat safely says 
harsh pay cuts are driving experi- 
enced pilots from the cockpit. 

“People don’t survive landings 
on the Hudson River,” 10 -year 
veteran controller Patrick Harten 
told the House aviation subcom- 
mittee Tuesday in his first public 
description of how he tried to land 
the jetliner that lost power in both 
engines when it hit Canada geese 
after taking off from New York’s 
LaGuardia Airport. 


“I thought it was his own death 
sentence,” Harten said of the 
moment when US Airways pilot 
Chesley “Sully” Sullenberger radi- 
oed that he was going into the river. 
Defying the odds, Sullenberger 


delicately glided the Airbus A320 
down in one piece, and all 155 peo- 
ple aboard survived the Jan. 15 
water landing. 

Sullenberger, a 58 -year-old who 
joined a US Airways predeces- 


sor in 1980, and his co-pilot, Jef- 
frey B. Skiles, told the panel that 
experienced pilots are quitting 
because of deep cuts in their pay 
and benefits.

Sullenberger said. “I do not know a 
single professional airline pilot who 
wants his or her children to follow 
in their footsteps.”

Sullenberger added that with- 
out experienced pilots “we will see 
negative consequences to the fly- 
ing public.”

N. Korea’s Declaration Stirs Worry 


Regional powers fear 
satellite plans maybe 
a cover for missile test 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
declared Tuesday it is making “brisk 
headway” in plans to send a satel- 
lite into orbit as part of its space 
program, a launch regional pow- 
ers fear is a cover-up for testing a 
long-range ballistic missile capable 
of striking Alaska and the western 
United States. 

Analysts called Pyongyang’s 


announcement yet another bid for 
President Obama’s attention as he 
met in Washington with Prime 
Minister Taro Aso of Japan, a key 
ally in the regional push to get 
North Korea to give up its nuclear 
program. 

State Department spokesman 
Robert Wood told reporters Tues- 
day that North Korea should focus 
on its commitments to international 
negotiators working to rid the North 
of its nuclear weapons. 

“Intimidation and threats are 
not helpful to try to bring about

Afghan Explosion Kills 4 U.S. Troops 


Attack Kills 
2 at Police 
Post in Iraq 

Iraqi policemen fatally 
shoot American soldier, 
interpreter in Mosul 

BAGHDAD I Two Iraqi policemen 
opened fire Tuesday during a U.S. 
military inspection visit in Mosul, 
killing one American soldier and an 
interpreter in an attack that deep- 
ened worries of possible infiltration 
of security forces battling insurgents 
in their last major base. 

The shooting at a police outpost 
in Mosul wounded three other U.S. 
soldiers. It was the fourth attack in 
the region since late 2007 with sus- 
pected links to Iraqi security units, 
which have struggled to uproot 
al-Qaedafrom strongholds in Iraq’s 
third-largest city. 

Any serious breaches in the Iraqi 
force could be a particular blow in 
the Mosul region — where the U.S. 
military is light and commanders 
have been generally unable to spawn 
the type of tribal militia uprisings 
that helped break insurgent control 
in other areas of Iraq. 

Police spokesman Brig. Gen. 
Saeed al-Jubouri denied reports 
that the gunmen could have been 
insurgents dressed in police uni- 
forms — a tactic used before in 
suicide bombings and attacks.

Pakistan, Taliban OK Truce 


Militants extend peace 
deal with government 
in northwestern region 

ISLAMABAD | Taliban militants in 
Pakistan’s Swat valley extended a 
cease-fire Tuesday, strengthening 
a peace process that Western gov- 
ernments say risks granting a safe 
haven to extremists close to the 
Afghan border. 

Nevertheless, it remained 
unclear whether the militants 
would agree to a government offer 
to impose aversion of Islamic law in 
the northwestern region in exchange 
for giving up their weapons. 

Islamabad has dispatched an 
Islamist cleric with ties to the insur- 
gency to negotiate with militants in 
the valley, though neither side has 
given many details on how the talks

I want to ask all 
of our men not to display weapons, 
not to attack army vehicles and not 
to attack their supply lines,” he said. 
“Anybody who violates these orders 
should expect a strict action.” 

The military has been abiding 
by the truce but has said it will not 
withdraw from the valley until there 
is lasting peace. The military did 
not immediately comment on the 
Taliban’s announcement Tuesday.

Senate Advances Voting Rights Bill 


Lively debate expected 
for measure granting 
D.C. congressional seat 

For the first time in more than 30 
years, a D.C. voting rights bill is 
headed to the Senate floor, after 
attracting enough votes to cross a 
key procedural threshold. 

Senators decided Tuesday, by 
a 62-34 tally, to consider the bill, 
which would give the District 
its first seat ever in the House of 
Representatives. The measure is 
expected to face lively debate before 
a final vote in the coming days or 
next week.

Robert F. Bennett, voted 
no. A similar bill failed to reach the 
floor two years ago after falling three 
votes short of the 60 needed to pre- 
vent a filibuster.

D.C. Mayor Adrian M. Fenty, a 
Democrat, added: “Today is a break- 
through in the full franchise of the 
people of the District. ... We know 
we have a long way to go, but today 
is an amazing step forward.” 

A reporter asked Sen. Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., about introducing a 
bill that would give the District full 
representation — two senators and 
a representative. 

“Let’s try to get this done. I’m for 
full statehood, always have been,” 
Reid replied. 

When asked about legal chal- 
lenges to the bill if it is approved 
and signed by President Obama, 
Reid said: “I’m confident it will be 
upheld by the Supreme Court.” As for 
the potential of amendments being 
added to the bill in an effort to stop 
it by senators who oppose giving D.C. 
a vote in Congress, Reid said: “We 
feel confident that any mischievous 
amendment will be tabled.” 

D.C. voting rights supporters 
think the next few days could be a 
turning point in their decades-long 
struggle, thanks to an expanded 
Democratic majority in the Senate 
eager to approve the bill. The mea- 
sure already has significant sup- 
port in the House, where it passed 
in 2007. It is expected to clear that 
chamber again, possibly as soon as 
next week.

“We were searching for that 
noise again,” group member Jason 
Reece says of the group’s sixth full- 
length album, “The Century of Self,” 
released Feb. 17 on the band’s own 
Richter Scale Records in partner- 
ship with Justice Records. “We 
didn’t have that on the last record 
[2006’s “So Divided”]. There’s defi- 
nitely a sort of sizzling feel to the 
record.” 

The change in direction comes 
after the end of a troubled relation- 
ship with Interscope, which put 
out the band’s last three albums. 
Although the group notched com- 
mercial and critical success with 
2002’s “Source Tags & Codes,” 
which sold 125,000 units, the next 
two efforts, 2005’s “World’s Apart” 
and 2006’s “So Divided,” faltered, 
selling only 56,000 and 26,000, 
respectively. 

For “Century,” the group dropped 
longtime producer Mike McCarthy 
and teamed up with Chris Coady 
(TV on the Radio, Yeah Yeah Yeahs) 



for sessions at the Bubble in Austin 
and New York’s DNA Studio. Rath- 
er than piece the tracks together in 
the studio as in previous efforts, 
which Reece describes as a “very 
meticulous, almost clinical” pro- 
cess, the group recorded more as a 
live band, heading in with the men- 
tality, “’Let’s be as loud as possible 
and let everything just burn holes 
through the walls.’ It’s very flawed, 
but in a good way.” 

The resulting 13 tracks recall the 
blistering rock heard on “Source Tags 
& Codes,” while lyrically, the songs 
reflect on the youth of songwriters 
Reece and Conrad Keely, as well as 
religion and mythology. Members 
of Brooklyn bands Yeasayer and 
Dragons of Zynth provided back- 
up vocals on a few tracks, including 
group chants on the first single, “Isis 
Unveiled,” and the punishing ‘Ascend- 
ing,” while pop-leaning songs such 
as “Fields of Coal” and such piano- 
backed numbers as “Insatiable One” 
and “Insatiable Two” are juxtaposed 
against more aggressive jams. 

The group kicked off a US. and 
European tour Feb. 19 that will 
include dates at South by South- 
west and Thursday night’s stop in

Shemekia Copeland 
is a brand-new artist 
on ‘Never Going Back’ 

MUSIC I After solid if not entirely 
unexpected album collaborations 
with Dr. John and Stax Records’ 
Steve Cropper, Shemekia Cope- 
land is shaking things up with her 
fifth release, “Never Going Back,” 
a gritty, socially conscious effort 
that gives her Grand Canyon-filling 
voice something new to say. 


Produced by Oliver Wood from 
the blues-folk duo the Wood Broth- 
ers (whose other half is Chris Wood, 
from Medeski Martin and Wood), 
“Never Going Back” opens with the 
Copeland co-written “Sounds Like 
the Devil,” which sets the tone with 
barbs such as “I ain’t got health care 
... I can’t even afford to die.” 

Elsewhere, Chris Wood’s roomy 
upright bass teams with John 
Medeski’s B-3 to lend an intimate 
coffeehouse vibe to Copeland’s 
breathy take on Joni Mitchell’s 


“Black Crow,” but it’s on the noir- 
ish epic “Never Going Back to Mem- 
phis” that Copeland digs the deep- 
est. Spiked with an unhinged solo 
from frequent Tom Waits guitarist 
Marc Ribot, Copeland’s voice curls 
around richly murderous details 
such as “He kept a .45 in a Crown 
Royal bag.” 

Copeland can still shake the raf- 
ters when she wants to, but the fur- 
ther she gets from where she’s been, 
the more rewarding this album is.

VIDEO GAME I When Sony announced 
the PlayStation 3 at the 2005 Elec- 
tronic Entertainment Expo, its cen- 
terpiece was a breathtaking chunk 
of footage from a game called “Kill- 
zone 2.” The clip, which showed a 
squad of troopers descending on a 
city and battling alien forces, was 
so dramatic that many viewers 
questioned whether the game itself 
could possibly live up to it. 

Four years later, the verdict is 
in: “Killzone 2” is awe-inspiring.

Embracing Memory & Madness 


Elie Wiesel places 
sanity in the hands 
of human connection 

BOOK I Elie Wiesel’s 49th book, “A 
Mad Desire to Dance,” is a novel 
that contains, like all his books, the 
voice of a madman. “These were the 
first people to be taken away,” he 
says, thinking back to World War 
II. “Children, old people, madmen. 
I give them shelter in my books; 
there is always a place for them. 
They haunt my universe.” 

In the novel, Doriel, a middle- 
aged man whose parents lived 
through the war, believes he may 
be haunted by a dybbuk — in Jew- 


ish folklore, the dislocated soul of 
a dead person. He seeks help from 
a young female therapist. 

Wiesel began writing to bear wit- 
ness to the Holocaust and to inspire 
others to write their stories. 

“A Mad Desire to Dance,” the 
author explains, is a response to his 
1964 novel, “The Town Beyond the 
Wall,” in which Michael, a Holocaust 
survivor, returns to the town in which 
he was born, is captured by commu- 
nists and is imprisoned. The novel 
ends with Michael locked in a cell 
with a madman. “He knows,” Wiesel 
explains of Michael, “that if he does 
nothing, he will go mad as well, so 
he tries to cure the madman.” 

In “A Mad Desire to Dance,”

Doriel is “cured” when his thera- 
pist leads him to the realization 
that his mother had an affair dur- 
ing the war. 

Did the new novel begin with 
a memory of dancing? “I’ve never 
danced in my life,” Wiesel says. “I 
don’t know how to dance or swim.” 
Rather, the book “began with a mel- 
ody. As for the structure, it offers 
itself from the inside.” 

Certainly, the structure of A Mad 
Desire to Dance” comes from Doriel’s 
therapy: the realization of his moth- 
er’s affair and his ability to forgive 
her. “I believe in therapy,” Wiesel 
says, “particularly between friends. 
If a friend talks to another friend to 
relieve his suffering, that is therapy. 
Human beings were not born to be 
alone. God alone is alone. People are 
capable of falling in love. Illness is not 
being able to fall in love.” susan salter

MUSIC I Tom Rush helped launch 
the singer-songwriter era with his 
1960 s recordings and coffeehouse 
performances, which were built 
on stylish guitar work and probing 
songs that burrowed into the many 
facets of human experience. He 
hasn’t recorded a studio album in 
more than 30 years, but you’d never 
guess he’d been away so long from 
the lithe spirit in his voice on the 15 
tracks of “What I Know.” 

The album’s title suggests a sum- 
mation of sorts, and the experience 
and wisdom accrued with age do 
figure prominently. But Rush is 
less about expounding universal 
truths than celebrating the indi- 
vidual moments that make life 


worth living. 

The title track, one of five Rush 
compositions, revisits the idea Sam 
Cooke outlined in “Wonderful 
World” with an infectious bounce 
all its own. Nanci Griffith helps 
out on his retelling of the folk bal- 
lad “Casey Jones,” Emmylou Harris 
adds her incomparable harmonizing 
to Steven Bruton’s sweetly reflective 


“Too Many Memories,” and Bonnie 
Bramlett lends her soulful voice to 
Rush’s frisky “Hot Tonight.” 

At 68, Rush shows no sign 
of trying to push boundaries. 
Rather, he’s happy to sing about 
what matters to him and put 
the welcome mat out for anyone 
who cares to listen, randy lewis

Rocker Ian McLagan 
has bounced back 
from personal tragedy

MUSIC I Ian McLagan might not have 
the name recognition of Mick dagger, 
but he’s no less a British rock legend. 
Back in the mid-1960s, his atmo- 
spheric keyboards helped define the 
sound of the beloved mod band the 
Small Faces on songs such as “Lazy 
Sunday” and “Itchycoo Park.” When 
Small Faces frontman Steve Marriott 
left the fold to start Humble Pie, he 
tapped McLagan for keyboards. 

McLagan didn’t stay long with 
Humble Pie, but he did hook up 
again with Small Faces drummer 
Kenney Jones and bassist Ronnie 
Lane, and they brought in two new 
members: Rod Stewart and Ron 
Wood. Thus was born that ulti- 


mate ’70s party band, the Faces. 
The group recently reconvened, 
mostly due to McLagan’s persis- 
tence. “We had a rehearsal in Lon- 


don in November, and it was great,” 
McLagan said. “It was just as much 
fun ... as it always was.” 

While McLagan has released 


a few solo albums, since the Faces’ 
demise he’s mostly been a sideman 
of choice for powerhouse musicians 
such as Bob Dylan, the Rolling Stones, 
Bonnie Raitt, Frank Black, Melissa 
Etheridge and Billy Bragg. But the 
keyboardist turned back to his solo 
work in August 2006 under difficult 
circumstances: Kim, his wife of nearly 
three decades, was killed in an auto 
accident. His response to the tragedy 
can be found on his newest record, 
“Never Say Never.” 

“She died on a Wednesday and 
Friday I started playing piano,” 
McLagan said. “I was in a state of 
shock. But it wasn’t difficult [to 
write] once I realized that’s what I 
wanted to do. ... I wanted to play. 
‘Never Say Never’ came out of the 
blue, and songs just started hap- 
pening.”

U.S.-based artisanal 
cheesemakers find a 
new market in Europe 

Back in the summer of 1955, 
American cheesemaker Tom Vella 
received a gift in a manila envelope 
while touring France — a sample 
of the mold that goes into Roque- 
fort cheese. 

More than 50 years later, that 
mold is returning home with fan- 
fare as the Oregon cheese plant Vella 
founded. Rogue Creamery, leads 
the way in an unlikely revolution 
of culture — a growing number of 
American cheesemakers are export- 
ing raw milk cheeses to Europe. 

Raw milk cheeses (which are 
made from unpasteurized milk) 
have long been the provenance of 
European dairies. But now Ameri- 
can artisanal cheeses are demand- 
ing — and earning — respect at 
home and abroad, showing Amer- 
ican cheese is not just for cheese- 
burgers anymore.

“In the wine world, it has taken 
a long time for the Europeans, par- 
ticularly the French, to recognize 
the quality of New World wines,” 
Randolph Hodgson, owner of the 
Neal’s Yard Dairy cheese shops in 
London, said from England. 

“We are only at the beginning of 
that with cheese,” he said. “But that 
is what this is, I think.” 

Raw milk cheeses generally are 
recognized as superior in taste but 
account for less than 10 percent of 


production, even in France, largely 
because the same aging required 
to make it safe to eat also makes it 
pricey to produce. 

American wines had their break- 
out moment in 197b with the Judg- 
ment of Paris, when a blind tasting 
rated Napa Valley cabernet sauvi- 
gnons over better-known French 
Bordeaux. 

The turning point for American 
raw milk artisanal cheeses came 
during the 2003 World Cheese 
Awards in London. Rogue Cream- 
ery’s Rogue River Blue beat out 
hundreds of competitors for best 
blue cheese. 

“That really put not only that 
cheese on the map, but also put 
the American artisan cheese move- 
ment in the spotlight,” said David 
Gremmels, who with Cary Bryant

took over Rogue Creamery from 
the Vella family in 2002. 

After overseeing that blue cheese 
judging, Hodgson put in an order for 
the winner. But it took until 2007 
for the cheese to arrive at his shop 
because raw milk cheese from the 
States had never been exported to 
the European Union before. There 
were forms to fill out and certifi- 
cates to obtain, which made the 
process cumbersome. 

By 2006, American cheeses 
had won 140 international awards, 
and the U.S. Dairy Export Council 
went to work to cut through the red 
tape, said council Vice President 
Diane Lewis. 

A year later, the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration issued the 
required certificate, and Neal’s Yard 
Dairy and Whole Foods Market in 
London started carrying Rogue 
cheeses. 

Later this year, French cheese 
distributor MS Selection will show 
10 American artisanal cheeses.

including Rogue selections, at the 
Anuga Food Fair in Cologne, Ger- 
many, to kick off distribution in 
Scandinavia and Northern Europe. 
Each distributor was approved for 
European export, including such 
notables as Cypress Grove, Fiscali- 
ni and Marin French from Califor- 
nia; and Vermont Shepherd from 
Vermont. 

Mike Gingrich — owner and 
cheesemaker at Uplands Cheese, 
in Dodgeville, Wis. — is looking 
forward to Europeans’ tasting the 
difference between his Pleasant 
Ridge cheese and the Beaufort 
cheese from the French Alps it is 
modeled after. 

“They are really tasting the ter- 
roir,” he said. “The cheese is made 
the same. It’s made from cow’s 
milk. But it’s from a different part 
of the country, a different climate, 
different forages. That’s the dif- 
ference they are tasting when they 
compare our cheese to Beaufort.”
